Goolly Confesses His Crime. 
Jones was perfectly cool while he testified 
and Assistant District Attorney Osborne, 


who questiéned him, had little todo. Here 
is the murder chapter of the story dating

On a Saturday afternoon last August, 
when I was at Patrick's office receiving his

foolishly thinking he was only joking, said:

Later he said to me if I would let him 
khow when the old man was sleeping he 
would put him out of the way.

I got some laudanum and 
chloroform, two ounces of each, from my 
bother in Texas, and gave them to Patrick, 


but 1 did not tell him where I got them. This

form, because in July Patrick had said to 
me that he wanted chloroform for rheume- 


tiem. There was then no talk of killing

This division is shown by listing each 
Alderman on the party lines under which he 
secured his seat. As a result of yesterday's 
dlection thirty-nine Republican Aldermen 
will sit in the new body with twenty-nine. 
Democrats, two Independent Republicans, 
Independent Democrats. 

is makes a total of seventy-two mem- 
bers, or two more than allowed by the law 
which prescribes that the city shall have 
thirty-five wards under its present popula- 
tion with two Aldermen from each ward. 

This tangle is caused by the recent redis- 
tricting law having shifted two holdover 
Aldermen, whose terms do not expire until 
next spring, into the Second and Twenty-first 
Wards. The new Council and the courts will 
be called on to decide the problem, which of 
these two representatives from each of these 
districts shall be allowed to retain his seat. 
A determined legal contest is promised. How- 
ever, any result will not change the political 
complexion of the new Common Council, as 
the Second Ward holdovers are both Repub- 
-licans, while two Democrats are in the 
Twenty-first Ward. 

Rebuke for the «“ Gang.” : 

The battle at the polls was something of a 
defeat for the candidates branded as gray 
wolves by the Municipal Voters’ league. 
It will go down in municipal history as mark- 
ing the overthrow of several members of the 
old Council gang.“ Their defeat is made 
all the more stinging in that their downfall 
wus encompassed by men, who, in many in- 
stances, were comparatively. unknown in the 
World of politics. 

By this outcome it is held that the new 
Council can be safely depended on to handle 
the franchise extension problems in the inter- 
ésts of the people of Chicago. Of the candi- 
dates unqualifiedly indorsed by the Municipal 
Voters’ league eleven were elected. But three 


| were defeated, and in two of these cases by 


narrow margins. 

Of the thirty-five holdover members of the 
Council twenty-two bear the stamp of the 
league’s hearty indorsement. On the face 
of this fact it is pointed out that the two- 
thirds majority necessary to ride over the 
Mayor's veto with any ordinances of the 
Fang pattern can never be secured. 

To back these men are almost a dozen other 
Aldermen who are looked upon most favor- 
ably, as a result of their clean business and 
private records, even though formal and un- 
reserved indorsement was not awarded them 
prior to the casting of the votes.

Dome drive about with strong, well-fed 
horses for recreation; others labor miserably 
with half starved beasts, and for business 
walk on foot. Some devise things they may 
@o to occupy their idle time; others have not 
the time to clean themselves, to wash, to 
rest, to converse, or to see their families. 

Is this as it should be? 

If there exists a Supreme Wisdom and 
Love guiding the worid, if there is a God, he 
cannot sanction such a division among men: 
that some should not know what to do with 
their superfluous wealth, and should squan- 
er aimlessly the fruits of other men’s toil; 
and that others should sicken and die pre- 
maturely, or live a miserable life of ex- 
Rausting labor. | 

If there is a God, this cannot and must not 

be. If there is no God, then even from the 
simplest human standpoint, a system by 
which the majority of men are forced to 
ruin their lives in order that a small ma- 
jority may possess superfiuous wealth—a 
wealth which only hinders and perverts them 
uch a system of life is absurd, because it 
is detrimental to all men. 


Why the Majority Submit. 

Then, why do men live in this way? | 

One can understand why rich men, who are 
accustomed to their wealth and do not see 
clearly that wealth does not give happiness, 
should try to maintain their position. But 
why do the enormous majoPity, in whose 
hands all power resides, and who believe 
that happiness is in riches, why do they live 
in poverty and submit to the minority? 
Why do all the men, strong in physical 
vigor, in skill, and in the habit of labor— 
the enormous majority of humanity—why 
do they submit to and obey. a handful ot 
feeble men generally incapable of anything, 
and effeminate old men,. and especially 
women? 

Go and look at the shops. Look, for in- 
Mane, at the Moscow arcades re. a 
holiday. or at times of cheap sales. Ten or 
twelve arcades, consisting of uninterrupted 
rows of splendid shops with enormous panes 
of thick glass, are filled with various expen- 
sive things—for women exclusively; stuffs, 
Greases, laces, previous stones, boots, orna- 
ments for rooms, furs, etc. All these things 
eon thousands upon thousands; they w 
made in factories by workmen who often 
Wasted their lives on the labor of making 
them: and they aie all utterly unnecessary, 
not only for workmen, but even for wealthy 
men: they are nothing but the toys and 
ornaments of women. At the doors, on 
either side, are porters in uniforms, ind 
ecoachmen in expensive liveries — 
boxes of costly carriages harnessed, with 
horses costing thousands of rubies... Again, 
thousands of working days have been \ex- 
pended on the production of all these us 
uriovs trappings; laborers, old and young, 
men and women, have spent their whole lives 
im fashioning all these articles. And all 
these things are in the power and in the 
hands of a few, hundred women, dressed in 
pense furs and hats of the latest fash- 
jon, fitting about in the shops and buying 
138 wares exclusively for

On the other hand, 
e most profligate and idle man who creeps 

1 2 the good graces of the government or of 
wealthy people, or who becomes a usurer, or 
a factory owner, or a banker, or a wine mer- 
chant, can easily’ acquire a fortune, as we see 


in thousands of cases. 


The laws which claim to protect rty 
are laws protecting only property a 
by theft, which is in the s of the 
wealthy; they not only do not tect the 
workman, who has no property except his 
labor, but directly te to the exploita- 
tion of t labor. aa 


We see numberiess administrators—the 
sovereign, his brothers and uncles, ministers, 
Judges, and clergy—receiving enormous sums 


“gathered from the people, and nat even per- 


forming the light duties undertaken in ex- 
‘change for their remuneration. It appears, 
Shen, that they steal these salaries gathered 

et, for this theft of 


the people's property it does not enter the 
head ot any one to condemn them. 
„It a workman takes a small part of the 
money by these men or some article 
bought with this money he is considered to 
have violated the sacred rights of property, 
and for the few farthings he has taken he 
ig tried, imprisoned, or exiled. . 

A millionaire factory owner promises to 
pay a workman for his labor a sum which 
amounts to the ten millionth part of that 
millionaire’s fortune, that is, almost noth- 
ing; the workman, forced by hunger, prom- 
ises to yield, for a year, twelve hours of 
labor every day, excepting holidays, full of. 
danger, and ruinous to his health; that is, 
he promises to surrender to the factory 
owner the greater part of his life and some- 
times his whole life, and government pro- 
tects equally the one and the other property. 

It is clear that the factory ownér, year 
after year, takes from the workman the 
greater part of his earnings, which he ap- 
propriates to himself. It is obvious, there- 
fore, that the factory owner steals the 
greater part of the workman’s property, and 
he should accordingly be Hable to judgment. 
But government considers the fortune ac- 
quired in this way by the factory owner to 
be sacred property and es the work- 
man who carries away under his shirt two 
pounds of brass, representing a millionth 
part of the factory owner's fortune. 

If a workman wishes to plow a field that 
he needs for his daily bread or to elude the 
payment of direct or indirect taxes or to 
reciaim from those who have appropriatcd 
it the grain ‘he has himself produced or to 
possess himself of the instruments of labor 
without which he cannot work—immediateiy 
appear the troops and by force prevent him 
from doing so. ‘ 


Therefore, taxation, the usurpation of 
land, and the power of capitalists, do not 
constitute the fundamental cause of the 
miserable condition of the working classes, 
but only a consequence. The essential rea- 
son why millione of workingmen live and 
labor under the orders of the minority is 
not that the minority has usurped the land 
and the instruments of labor and gathers 
takes, but that it has the power tp do ao; 
because there is force, and because there is 
an army which is in the hands of the minor- 
ity and is ready to kill those who refuse to 
obey the will of the minority. 

If peasants wish to take possession of land 
which is considered the property of a non- 
working man, or if they refuse to pay taxes, 
or if strikers wish to prevent other men from 
taking their places, immediately there ap- 
pear those same peasants, payers of taxes 
and workmen deprived of their land, only 
they are arrayed in uniforms and armed 
with guns, who compel their brethren who 
are not dressed in uniforms to surrender 
pound land, to pay taxes, and to cease their 

When one realizes this for the first time, 
one cannot believe it; it seems so strange. 

The workmen wish to free themselves, and 


yet they themselves force each other to su 


mit and to remain in slavery! 

Why do they de this? 

They do its because all the workmen who 
are enlisted or hired as soldiers are sub- 
jected to a ekillful process of stupefaction 
and degradation, after which they cannot 
help submitting blindly to their superiors, 
whatever they may be ordered to do. 


Military Service. 

This is how it is done. A boy is born in the 
country or in a town. In all the continental 
states as soon as the boy reaches the age 
when strength, dexterity, and suppleness 
hape attained their maximum and the sptrit- 
ual forces are in the most confused and un- 
determined state, about 20 years of age, he 
is enlisted as a soldier; he is examined, Uke 
a beast of burden, and, if physically strong 
and in good condition, he is enrolled in some 
regiment, according to his capacities, and 


rated from all his former surroundings, he 
is made drunk with. gin or beer, élothed. in 
a gaudy dress, shut up in barracks with other 
lads like himself, where he lives in utter 
idleness—that is, without doing any useful 
or reasonable work: he is taught the most 
absurd military rules and names of things, 
how to use instruments of murder—swords, 
bayonets, rifles, and cannon; and, ¢hief of

Doctrine of Christianity. 

What ie this doctrine? It is the doctrine 
called Christianity, and its substance is as 
follows: There is a God who, 6,000 years ago, 
created the world and the man Adam.

—to the earth in order that he should be 


was crucified delivers men from the punish- 
ment they must bear for Adam's sin. It 
people believe all this, then Adam's sin 
will be forgiven them; if they do not believe 
they will be cruelly punished. Proof that 
all this is true’ig given in the fact that 
it has all been revealed to men by God 
himself, knowledge of whose existence is 

ed from the very men who affirm the 
doctrine in question. Passing by the various 
modifications of this fundamental teaehing 
in accordance with different creeds, the gen- 


same in all creeds—namely: Men must be- 
lieve what is taught them and submit to 
the existing authorities. 

This doctrine is the foundation of the 
decelt through which men come to consider 
military service a good and useful occupa- 
tion, enlist as soldiers, and become like 
ma „ without will, oppressing them- 
selves. If there are unbelievers among 
these deceived men they are exceptions; 
and believing in nothing else and conse- 
quentiy having no firm basis, they, too, 
yield to the general current and although 
they redlize the deception they submit to it 
as levers do. 

Theréfore, in order to remove the evils 
from which mankind suffers, neither the 
emancipation of land, nor the abolition of 
taxes, nor the communizing of the instru- 
ments of production, nor even the destruc- 
tion of existing governments, is required; the 
only thing needed is the annihilation of the 
teaching falsely called Christianity, in 
which the men of our time are educated. 


, Degeneration of the Faith. 

At first it seems strange to people who are 
familiar with the gospels that the Christian 
teaching, which proclaims sonhood to God, 
spiritual freedom, the brotherhood of man, 
abolition of all kinds of violence, and even 
love toward enemies, should have degener- 
ated into the strange doctrine which teaches 
blind obedience to authority, and even mur- 
der if these authorities require it. Butif one 
examines the process by which Christianity 
— the world one realizes the reason for 

When the pagan monarchs, Constantine, 
Charlemagne, Vladimir, adopted Christianity 
Cloth as it was, in the forms of paganism, 
and e tened their peoples in the new re- 
ligion, they did not dream that the teaching 
they had accepted destroyed the power of 
Kings, the army, and the state itself—institu- 
tions without which the men who first adopt- 
ed and introduced Christianity could not 
imagine life. At the beginning, not only was 
the destructive force of Christianity un- 
noticed, but men even thought that Chris- 
tianity supported their authority. But the 
more Christian the people became the more 
clearly appeared the essence of Christianity, 
the more evident grew the danger to pagan- 
ism it presented, And the greater that dan- 
ger became the more laboriously did the 
ruling classes try to stifle, and, if possible, to 
quench the light they had unconsciously 
brought into the world with Christianity. 

For this purpose they used all possible 
means—prohibition against reading or trans- 
lating the gospels; slaughter of all who 
pointed out the true meaning of the Christiar 
teaching; hypnotism of the masses by the 

mp and —— of rituals; and especially 

r-splitting and equivocal distertions of 
Christian precepts. In proportion as these 
methods were employed, Christianity became 
more and more modified, till at last it became 
a teaching which not only did not contain any 
principles destructive to the pagan system 
of life, but, on the contrary, justified that 
system from a pseudo-Christian standpoint. 


| 
_ Evolution of the Doctrines. 

There appeared Christian monarchs, and 
Christian armies, and Christian wealth, and 
Christian law courts, and Christian execu- 
tions. The ruling classes have done for 
Christianity what doctors do im epidemics. 
They have prepared a culture of harmless | 
Christianity; and when once it has been 
inoculated, true Christianity is no longer 
dangerous. Church Christianity must inevi- 
tably either repel reasonable men as an out- 


ty thus made harmigss— 
evolved during centuries by a wish for self- 
tion among the ruling classes—with 


the teaching through which men obediently 
perform actions not only hurtful to them- 
selves and their friends, but distinctly im- 
moral and incompatible with the require- 
ments of conscience; the most important 
of which actions, by its practical conse- 
quences, is the perfo: ice of military serv- 
ice—that is, willingness to kil. — 

The evil of this false Christianity consists 
chiefly in the fact that it neither prescribes 
nor prohibits anything. All ancient relig- 
ions, like the law of Moses, give rules which 
require or forbid certain actions; it is the 
same with the Buddhist and Mohammedan 


religions; but church Christianity gives no 


rules whatever, except verbal professions of 
faith, the acknowledgment of dogmas, fasts, 
sacraments, and prayers (and even these 
can be eluded by people rich enough); 11 
only Hes, and permits everything, even ac- 
tions to the lowest requirements of 
morality.

True Doctrine Is Concealed. 
Because the true Christian teaching, which 
would meet the requirements of our time, 
is concealed from men, and a false doctrine 
is taught in its place, therefore arise all the 

niiseries of our world, 
if only men who desire to serve Gea and 
their neighbors would realize that humanity 


is moved not by animal requirements, but 


by moral forces, and that the chief moral 
force and motive power of humanity is re- 
ligion, that is, the clear perception of the 
meaning of life, and, in consequence of this 
perception, the discrimination between good 
and cvil, between the important and the non- 
important; if only men were to realise this 
they would see immediately that the funda- 
mental cause of the misery of contemporary 
humanity is not in the external, material cir- 
cumstances, neither in political nor economic. 
conditions, but in the perversion of Christian-. 
ity, in the substitution for truths that are 
necessary to mankind and that correspond 
to the needs of the present age, of senseless 
and immoral absurdities and sacrileges, 
called chureh Christianity, according to 
which evil is considered good and the unim- 


portant important, and good is considered 


evil, and the important of no account. 


Natural Solution Possible. 

If only the best and unfettered men, sin- 
cerely desirous of serving the people, could 
realize that it is not possible to improve by | 
any external means the condition of a man 
who thinks it wrong to eat meat on Fridays 
and right to punish by death a guilty indi- 
vidual; or of one who thinke it important 
to render the customary homage to an image 
or an Emperor and a minor duty to swear 
obedience to the will of other men and to 
train himself to murder; if only men could 
realize that neither Parliaments nor strikes, 
nor trade unions nor codperative societies, 
inventions, schools, universities, academies, 
nor revolutions can be of any real use to 
men holding a false religious life conception; 
if only this were understood, all the energies 
of the best men would naturally be applied 
not to the effects but to the cause, not to 
state activity, or revolutions, or socialism, 
but to the denunciation of the false religious 
doctrine and the rebuilding of the true one. 
If only men were to act in this way, all the 
political, economical, and social questions 
would be solved naturally—not as we specu- 
late and prescribe, but as they ought to be. 

These questions will be solved as soon as 
men's religious life-conception is trans- 
formed; and they will be solved the sooner 
the more we apply our energies not to the 
effects but to the causes of life's phenomena. 

Looking at the awful system of human lite 
which now prevails, contrary both to reason 
and feeling, I asked myself, Can it possibly 
be necessary?! And the answer I found is, 
„No, it is not necessary.“ It must not, it 
cannot, it shall not be. But it will cease to 
be, not when men have reorganised their 
relations in one way or another, but when 
they cease to believe the lie in which they 
are educated, and believe instead the su- 
preme truth, which was revealed to them 
nineteen hundred years ago, and is clear, 
simple, and accessible to their reason. |

Trade today, George H., Phillips, who made 
a skyrocket flight into public notice last fall 
by running a successful corner in November 
corn, is the mainstay now of a much larger 
bull campaign in May corn and also in May 
Oats and May wheat. 

Today's operations may be the crucial test 


to show whether the campaign is to be carried 


to a victorious finish or end in a collapse. 
Backed by a stro rong bill sentiment in the 
country, based partly on supply and demand, 
and partly on the prestige of his November 
deal and his circulars advising the purchase 
of corn, Phillips setured a big following and 
buying orders in quantity enough to advance 
the price from under 36 cents in December 
to 44% cents last Saturday. The first 5 cents 


of the advance was made gradually and 


was checked for a time by the liquidation of 
a big line of long corn and heavy short sell- 
ing late in February by James A. Patten and 
W. H. Bartlett, who had been ontgenerpled 
by Phillips in the November deal. 

last threé cents of the advance was 
made in a week, a steady and apparently ir- 
resistible advance on strong buying orders 
from the country; neither liquidation nor 
short selling having any effect in stopping 
the upward march of prices. 

Late in the corn campaign Phillips began

orders, Phillips not only“tried to support corn 
by big purchases but bought millions of 
bushels of oats 818 nearly a million bushels 
of wheat.

PLACED ON TRIAL FOR MURDER. 


Charles Rogers Faces a Jury at Terre 

Haute, Ind., to Answer for Killing | 

| of Milburn Baty. 

Terre Haute, Ind., April 2.— [Special. 
Charles Rogers was placed on trial today 
for the murder of Milburn Baty, his wife’s 
stepfather, on March 10, when he also shot 
his wife, causing a wound from which she 
has not yet recovered.
